Harding there was spoken today a courageous defense of his 
maligned administration, and a magnificent tribute to his mem- 
ory as a man— a man "betrayed 4>y his friends."

Ataman qualities of the 29th 


president and to excoriate in 
terms of extreme bitterness 
those who, as he said, betray- 
ed him. 


Mr. 
Hoover 
stated 
no 


names, but his reference to the 
oil scandals was so plain and 
unmistakable that no one in 
the vast throng had the slight- 
est doubt who was meant. 


On the platform as an interest- 


ed participant of the dedicatory 
eiercises was Calvin Coolidge, the 
taciturn Vermonter, who earlier in 
the proceedings had himself paid 
high tribute to the man whom he 
succeeded in the presidency. Mr. 
Cpolidge, however, made no ref- 
erences to "betrayals," confining 
himself to a survey of the really 
monumental legislative record of 
tbe Harding administration. 


-The President's allusion to those 


who betrayed bis predecessor came 
near the close of his brief address 
and .caused a profound bush to fall 
over tbe assembly. 


TOLD OF TRIP 


With very evident feeling, 
he 


how he had been one of those 


•ho accompanied President Hard- 


on - the ill-fated Alaska trip 


that ended in his death, how he 
bad observed him physically slip- 
ping, and growing more weary un- 
der burdens imposed upon him, 


"And 
we came also to know," 


said Mr. Hoover, "that here was 
a man whose soul was being sear- 
ed .by a great disillusionment. We 
saw him gradually weaken not on- 
ly from physical exhaustion 
but 


from mental anxiety. 


"Warren Harding 
had a dim 


realization that he had been be- 
trayed by a few of the men whom 
be had trusted, by men whom he 
had believed 
were his 
devoted 


friends. 


"It was later proved in the 


courts of the land that these men 
had betrayed not alone tbe friend- 
ship and trust of their staunch 
and loyal friend but they had be- 
trayed their country.- 


"Tbat was the tragedy in the 


life of Warren 'Harding." 


Then, with, great 
deliberation 


•«nd intense feeling, Mr. Hoover 
proceeded to blister with burning 
words those wbo prove false to a 
public trust 
..." 
., 


"There are," he continued, "dis- 


loyalties and there are 
crimes 


which shock our sensibilities which 
may bring suffering upon 
those 


who are touched by their immedi- 
ate results. But there is no dis- 
loyalty and no crime in all the cat- 
egory of human weaknesses which 
compares with the failure of pro- 
bity in the conduct of public trust 


"Monetary loss or even the 


shock to moral sensibilities is per- 
haps- a passing thing, but the 
breaking down of tbe faith of a 
people in tbe honesty of their gov- 
ernment and in tbe integrity of 
their' institutions, the lowering of 
respect for the standards of honor 
which prevail in high places, are 
crimes for which punishment can 
never atone." 


It was a speech such as the loy- 


al Marion home-folk 
have long 


waited to hear, and tbe deep hush 
was punctuated by a murmur of 
approval that rippled to the far 
reaches of the throng. 


There were many on the platform 
and in the assemblage who knew

tftroughout a life-time in a small 
city, and long before even he ever 
dreamed of the White House. The 
years that followed his death were 
tragic years to them as investiga- 
tion and litigation unrolled unsavo- 
ry epwod«s at Washington.

COLUMBUS, O., June 16.—The 


income tax measure has met its 
"Waterloo," it appeared today. 


By a vote of 39 to 69, the state 


house of representatives last night 
defeated the special joint taxation 
committee's proposal for an in- 
come tax on net earned incomes. 


The measure went down after a 


vigorous two-hour debate, during 
which supporters of the plan con- 
tended that it was the only one 
in the taxation program that ac- 
tually granted substantial relief to 
the tax burden now resting on real 
estate. 


COMPANION BELL 


The income tax was also 
de- 


scribed as a necessary companion 
measure to the intangible tax bill 
which passed the legislature last 
week, in order to insure .payment 
of taxes by all classes of citizen- 
ship. 


The victorious opposition, how- 


ever, declared that inasmuch as it 
would have required payment of 
taxes by single persons whose net 
annual income was at least $750 
and married persons with yearly 
incomes of not less-than $1,500, it 
was unjust~lif"lhat it pteced too 
great a tax. burden upon the poor, 
or "those least able to pay." 


The Roberts bill, raising the an- 


nual excise tax on utilities t>ther 
than railroads from 1.35 to four 
per cent a year, lost a hard fought 
battle in the house last night when 
a motion by Rep. James A. Glenn 
(R) of Coshocton, to relieve the 
house taxation committe of •+*» 
bill and to send it to the house fi- 
nance committee failed to pass. The

MARION, O., June 16.-—Over the tomb of Warren G. 


Harding there was spoken today a courageous defense of his 
maligned administration, and a magnificent tribute to his mem­ 
ory as a man—a man ‘^betrayed by his friends.” 


Here in the shadow o f the ------------------------------ -------------- 
heautiful 
Grecian 
memorial 
'vhieh H a r d in g ’s loyal friends 
erected 
to

President 
Hoover liroke the silence of 
years 
to 
extol 
the 
kindly 
'iumati (jualities of the 29 th 
president and to excoriate in 
terms of 
extreme 
bitterness 
those wlio, as he .said, b e tra y ­ 
ed him. 
Mr. 
H oover 
.stated 
no 
names, hut his reference to the 
oil scandals was so plain and 
unmistakable that no one in 
the vast throng had the slight­ 
est doubt who was meant. 
On the platform as an interest­ 
ed participant of the dedicatory 
exercises was Calvin Coolidge. the 
taciturn Vermonter, who earlier In 
the proceedings had himself paid 
high tribute to the man whom he 
succeeded in the presidency. Mr. 
Coolidge, however, made no ref­ 
erences to “betrayals,” confining 
himself to a survey of the really 
monumental legislative record of 
the Harding administration. 
The President’s allusion to those 
who betrayed his predecessor came 
near the close of his brief address 
and caused a profound hush to fall 
over the assembly. 
TOLD O F TRIP 
With very evident feeling, 
he 
^o ld how he had been one of those 
^w ho accompanied President Hard- 
r ^n g on the Ill-fated Alaska trip 
that ended in his death, how he 
had observed him physically slip­ 
ping, and growing more weary un­ 
der burdens Imposed upon him. 
"And we came 
also to know,” 
said Mr. Hoover, "that here was 
a man whose soul was being sear­ 
ed by a great disillusionment. We 
saw him gradually weaken not on­ 
ly from physical exhaustion 
but 
from mental anxiety. 
“Warren Harding 
had a 
reallawition that he had been be­ 
trayed by a few of the men whom 
he had trusted, by men whom he 
hsd believed 
were his 
devoted 
friends. 
“It was later 
proved 
in 
the 
courts of the land that these men 
had betrayed not alone the friend­ 
ship and trust of 
their staunch 
and loyal friend but they had be­ 
trayed their country. 
“That was the tragedy in the 
life of Warren Harding.” 
Then, with great 
deliberation 
( 


snd intense feeling, 
Mr. Hoover 
proceeded to blister with burning 
words those who prove false to a 
public trust. 
“There are,” he continued, “dis­ 
loyalties and the^e 
are 
crimes 
which shock our sensibilities which 
may bring suffering upon 
those 
who are touched by their immedi­ 
ate results. 
But there is no dis­ 
loyalty and no crime in all the cat­ 
egory of human weaknesses which 
compares with the failure of pro­ 
bity in the conduct of public trust. 
“Monetary 
loss 
or 
even 
the 
shock to moral sensibilities is per­ 
haps. a passing 
thing, 
but 
the 
breaking down of the faith of a 
people In the honesty of their gov­ 
ernment and In the integrity of 
their institutions, the lowering of 
respect for the standards of honor 
which prevail in high places, are 
crimes for which punishment can 
never atone.”

COLUMBUS. O.. June 16.—The 
income tax measure has met its 
"Waterloo,” it appeared today. 
By a vote of 39 to 69 , the state 
house of representatives last night 
defeated the special joint taxation 
committee’s proposal 
for an in­ 
come tax on net earned incomes. 
The measure went down after a 
vigorous two-hour debate, 
during 
which supporters of the plan con­ 
tended that it was the only one 
in the taxation program that ac­ 
tually granted substantial relief to 
the tax burden now resting on real 
estate, 
COMPANION BIIX 
The income tax w'as also 
de­ 
scribed as a necessary companion 
measure to the intangible tax bill i 
which passed the legislature last i 
week, in order to insure payment 
of taxes by all classes of citizen­ 
ship. 
The victorious opposition, how­ 
ever, declared that inasmuch as it 
would have required payment of 
taxes by single persons whose net 
annual income was at least $750 
and married persons with yearly 
incomes of not less than $1,500, it 
was unjust in that it placed too 
great a tax burden upon the poor, 
or “those least able to pay.” 
The Roberts bill, raising the an­ 
nual excise tax on utilities other 
than railroads from 1.35 to four 
per cent a year, lost a hard fought 
battle in the house last night when 
a motion by Rep. James A. Glenn 
(R) of Coshocton, to relieve the

President Offers No Apologies Before Indianians 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 16— | 
President Hoover Inaugurated his , 
invasion of the middle w'est today 
—an invasion which is generally 
believed to hearld his candidacy for ! 
19 32—with a definite challenge to 
progressives of his own party and i 
the Democrats who jointly will con-; 
trol the new congress. 
In his speech in 
Indianapolis, 
in which he outlined an economic 
philosophy that must be incorpor­ 
ated in the next Republican plat­ 
form if he is to be the nominee, 
he made it clear that he stands on 
the record of his aidministration in 
dealing with the economic depres­ 
sion during the past year. He made 
no apologies and no excuses, and * 
he challeuged hia opponents to ex- i 


périment legislatively with other 
means than his of meeting econo­ 
mic problems. 
DPPOSE8 “ IK ILE” 
Declaring that he was against 
anything approaching a federal 
“dole” 
to 
meet 
unemployment, 
against any tinkering with the tar­ 
iff, any extension of federal fin­ 
ancing to meeting the 
business 
crisis, he took the position that 
the less governmental interference 
with natural economic laws at this 
time the better. 
On tariff reform and the issue of 
pow'er control particularly did he 
challenge his critics. 
“ Shall we,” be said, “imdertake < 
federal ownership and operation of i 
public utilities Listead of the ri­ 


gorous regulation of them, to pre­ 
vent imposition? Shall we protect 
our people (through 
the 
tariff) 
from the lower standards of living 
in foreign 
countries? 
shall

citizens ? Shall we establish a dole 
from the federal trea.sury? 
He answered a vigorous “no" to 
all these interrogatories, and then 
asserted that 
his administration

"by inspiring cooperation in the 
community to sustain good w^ill 
and keep our country free of di.s- 
order and conflict 
“These have been the objectives 
of my adromistrstloQ in dealing 


with the great economic 
crisis 
the worid has ever known,” he 
said, T shall adhere to them.”

As for the business depression it­ 
self. Mr. 
Hoover ventured the 
opinion that it wa.«« passing, b u t' 
he ventured no opinion as to when 
it will definitely be ended and nor­ 
mal times again al hand.

My first meeting with 
W arren H arding ever lingers

my memory. 
It was during the 
w ar and in a time of the greatest 
strain and anxiety. 
Late one eve­ 
ning the then Senator Harding, 
whom I had never met, came to 
my office. When he was announc­ 
ed there flashed into my mind the 
thought th at here was some com­ 
plaint or a request for some ap­ 
pointment.

said sim ply: “I have not come to 
get anything. 
I just w ant you to 
know th a t if you wish the help of 
a friend, telephone me w hat you 
want. 
I am there to serve and to 
help.” 
T hat statem ent, I cam e to 
learn, was typical of him.

to it now because it reveals the 
nature of th e m an.” 
“It w as of those who accom pan­ 
ied the late president on his fate­ 
ful trip across the continent and 
to Alaska. He had wished to learn 
from the people their needs and to 
translate to them his own aspira­ 
tions. 
Those who were his com­ 
panions on th a t journey 
realized 
full well th a t he had overstrained 
even his robust strength in the gig­ 
antic task which confronted him 
during the 
previous 
two 
years. 
And we came also to know th at 
here was a m an whose soul was 
being seared by a great disillusion­ 
m ent. We saw him gradually w eak­ 
en not only from physical exhaus­ 
tion 
but from 
m ental 
anxiety. 
W arren H arding had a dim realiza­ 
tion th at he had been betrayed by 
a few of the men whom he had 
trusted, by men whom he had be­ 
lieved w^ere his devoted friends. 
It was later proved in the courts of

“The people of Ohio appreciate 
deeply the presence on this occa­ 
sion of the President of the United 
States. 
We are grateful for the 
presence of a very recent form er 
President of the United States, the 
form er President Calvin Coolidge, 
each here to honor one of Ohio’s 
illustrious dead. 
“We apprehend th at they, too, 
realize as they look upon 
these
